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NEED FOR UNIFORMITY 


COX ADDRESSES FEDERATION 





Civic Organization Holds Symposium 
at New York at Which Life 
Men Speak 





In the symposium upon “The Need 
for Uniform State Legislation,” held 
by the National Civic Federation at its 
eleventh annual meeting at the Hotel 
Astor, New York, on Monday, Robert 
Lynn Cox, general counsel and man- 
ager of the Association of Life Insur- 
ance Presidents, spoke on “Life Insur- 
ance.” J. L. English, vice-president of 
the Aetna Life, E. }. Heppenheimer, 
president of the Colonial Life of Jer- 
sey City, N. J., and A. M. Johnson, pres- 
ident of the National Life, U. S. A, 
were among the other members of the 
association’s committee in attendance. 
Hon. Alton B. Parker presided at the 
meeting. 

Mr. Cox said in part: 


Speaking especially for the business of 
life insurance, I would urge as essential 
to the interest of our policyholders, con- 
stituting about one-fifth of our entire 
population, that the business be allowed 
to extend regardless of state lines; that 
the only limitation shall be strict and 
efficient state supervision. Insurance is 
based on the law of average and averages 
can only be obtained through numbers. 
There are several factors needed to estab- 
lish the averages on which life insurance 
premiums are based. One of them is that 
the writing of business should cover many 
occupations and many classes. Then 
again, it is absolutely essential that every 
company should extend its writing so as 
to cover a large number of individuals. 
Until it has reached this point the mat- 
ter of losses is little better than a gamble 
between the company and its policyhold- 
ers. But by writing a large number of 
policies, that risk which with a few poli- 
cies was an uncertain ratio becomes an 
absolute certainty. Another factor of 
importance is that life insurance com- 
panies should extend their business to 
cover many localities and a variety of 
living conditions. Otherwise there is 
danger that an epidemic or local catas- 
trophe may again disturb the average 
sought for on which contracts are based. 

Maintenance of Average 

It is important, too, that com ies 
shall be allowed to extend their fields of 
investment—as to place and character in 
order that here again they may not have 
their calculations disturbed by losses inci- 
dent to variation in local conditions. It 
is sometimes said that a life insurance 
company can do all the business that it 
— to do within the borders of a given 
state. 


nm com ies which have firmly estab- 
lished themselves by spreading their busi- 
ness throughout many states. 
Average of Years 

Whether we agree on the line of rea- 
soning which would lead us to believe 
that large insurance companies are neces- 
sary, we are nevertheless confronted with 
the fact that large insurance companies 
in considerable number now exist; that 
the business of each extends throughout 
many states and in a number of cases 
throughout all of the states. Whether or 
not this business can be classed as in- 
terstate commerce, it is, nevertheless, in- 
terstate business and the enormous 
amounts involved, quoted so frequently as 
to make it necessary for me to repeat 
hem, show that the people of this coun- 
try are interested in life insurance com- 
Panies as interstate institutions. They 
were not built in a day but have been mat- 
ters of growth. They cannot be 
destroy in a day, since their contracts 
are made for the life of each policyholder, 
which as a matter of human experience 
we know will extend over many decades. 
The fact that life insurance companies

ASKED FOR A RECEIVER 


LINCOLN COMPANY IMPAIRED 





State Auditor of Nebraska Files Peti- 
tion to Wind Up the Farmers & 
» Merchants 





Auditor Barton of Nebraska this 
week had the attorney-general apply 
for a receiver for the Farmers & Mer- 
chants Fire of Lincoln, which has been 
in a bad way for some time. Monday is 
set for the hearing on the question and 
in the meantime the officers are making 
every effort to effect reinsurance or sell 
the company. The assets are given as 
$241,854 and the liabilities as $361,000. 

The promoters of the Central Union 
Fire of Kansas City have been looking 
over the business with the prospect of 
purchasing it and representatives are 
now in Lincoln making an investigation 
of the company. Vice-President M. L. 
C. Funkhouser is in Des Moines con- 
ferring with officials of the Western & 
Southern Fire of Oklahoma with the 
possibility of them taking over the Lin- 
coln company. 

The negotiations with the Syracuse 
people who are promoting the Protect- 
ive Fire came to an end after they went 
into the report of the examination by 
the Nebraska department. 

This week and for some time past 
intermediaries have been at work try- 
ing to reinsure the business. 

Building Values Cut Down 

In the recent examination the 
Nebraska department reduced the valu- 
ation of the company’s building at 
Lincoln from $110,000 to $75,000 and 
the one at Omaha from $81,000 to $51,- 
000. The company practically controlled 
the Farmers & Merchants Bank at Lin- 
coln but disposed of its interest before 
the troubles became public. 

Montgomery & Funkhouser of Chi- 
cago were general agents for an ex- 
tensive territory and the load was too 
heavy for the firm to carry. They not 
only did the underwriting but had the 
financial management. George W. 
Montgomery is president of the com- 
pany and M. L. C. Funkhouser is vice- 
president; S. A. Barclay, the secretary 
was in charge of the home office under- 
writing. Mr. Barclay resigned early in 
December when he found the finances 
were in bad shape. 

Men Stand High Personally 

Both Mr. Montgomery and Mr. 
Funkhouser are men held in high 
esteem. The former has been a local 
agent in Chicago for some 45 years and 
is a man of the highest personal stand- 
ing. The local agency has always been 
regarded one of the most exact as to 
practices. Major Funkhouser has 
gtown up in the business, is well liked 
and is a forceful man. The firm as- 
sumed the Farmers & Merchants after 
the death of the late Gustav Wollaeger, 
the old president of the Concordia, who 
held the controlling interest of the 
Farmers & Merchants. Since that time 
the company has branched out and 
many demands were made on its sur- 
plus to meet the reserves and expenses. 
Last year its capital was increased to 
$200,000 and this year it was being in- 
creased again. As the company had 
paid no dividends, its showing did not 
attract capital. The effort to keep the

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WILKINSON WAS OUSTED 


CHANGE IN ATLAS OFFICERS 


C. C. Crowell Dominates the Meeting 
and John D. Berry Becomes Presi- 
dent of the Des Moines Company 





Des Moines, Iowa, Jan. 18—(Special) 
—William Wilkinson was ousted as 
president of the Atlas Fire of Des 
Moines and T. H. Nelson was deposed 
as secretary after a stormy session at 
the annual meeting of the company 
which consumed practically all day to- 
day. John D. Berry, formerly secretary 
of the Capital Fire of Des Moines, was 
elected — and general manager 
and J. Cushman, special agent for 
the f Rang was chosen secretary. 

S. G. Bryner, formerly special agent 
for the Atlas, was elected vice-president 
and Arthur Reynolds, president of the 
Des Moines National Bank, was elected 
treasurer. C. C. Crowell remains as 
superintendent of agents. 

Crowell Forces in Charge 

The Crowell forces which have for 
some time been seeking to acquire con- 
trol of the company were in charge at 
the session. The decision by Judge 
DeGraff in the district court early in 
the morning continued the restraining 
order asked by Mr. Crowell, which 
prevented Mr. Wilkinson and Mr. Nel- 
son from voting 250 shares of stock, a 
part of which was acquired when the 
Atlas purchased the Grand Department 
store building from the New England 
syndicate in which Mr. Crowell was 
a large stockholder. A temporary in- 
junction was secured by Mr. Crowell 
last week. The hearing began yester- 
day and today the court held for Mr. 
Crowell, but did not hold as to who 
owns the stock. This will be decided 
later at a more complete hearing of 
the evidence. It was recognized when 
Messrs. Wilkinson and Nelson were 
not permitted to vote this stock that 
Mr. Crowell was in control. 

Crowell Directors Hlected 

When the stockholders met, three 
Crowell men were elected directors. 
They were W. C. Harbach, C. C. Crow- 
ell and John D. Berry. They displaced 
Alexander Macrae, B. C. Bowman and 
T. H. Nelson. Later the directors thus 
chosen met and elected the new offi- 
cers. 

When asked as to their future in- 
tentions, Mr. Wilkinson and Mr. Nel- 
son said that they had no statement 
to make at this time. Later they will 
fight in court for the ownership of the 
250 shares of stock in + acca 
They declared that the 250 shares would 
not have changed the results today 
even had they been permitted to vote 
them. However, the evidence in the 
district court indicates that the 250 
shares might have settled the contro- 
versy the other way. 

A few weeks ago, Mr. Crowell began 
an active campaign for sufficient votes 
to oust President Wilkinson at the an- 
nual meeting set for Jan. 18. Last 
week it became apparent that Mr. 
Crowell had wrested the control from 
the president and secretary, were it not 
for 250 shares of stock that had been 
traded to Mr. Crowell at the time the 
Atlas secured the Grand department 
store building in Des Moines, owned 
largely by Mr. Crowell. 

Mr, Crowell was formerly president 
of the Northwestern Life & Savings of 
Des Moines, which he sold to Minneap- 
olis parties and which was merged into 
the Northwestern National Life of that 
city. 





Iowa Fire Marshal Bill 
Des Moines, Iowa, Jan. 18—(Special) 
—Representative W. L. Harding has i in- 
troduced a bill for a state fire marshal 
in the lower house of the Iowa legis- 
lature. The bill provides that the mar- 


shal shall receive a salary of $3,000 per 
year, with a first deputy at $1,800 and 
second deputy at $1,500. A special fund 
for support of the office is created by 





taking $25,000 of the money paid in 
taxes by the insurance companies.

COPY OF MISSOURI MEASURE 





Local Agents’ Proposition Is Up to 
Legislature—Gives Superintendent 
Power to Change Rates 


The bill prepared by the attorney for 
the Missouri Association of Local Fire 
Insurance Agents was introduced in the 
senate of the Missouri legislature Jan. 
12 by Senator Oliver, and 300 copies 
were ordered printed. It is known as 
senate bill No. 25 and is as follows: 


AN ACT to regulate insurance against 
loss or damage by fire, lightning, hail 
windstorm and sprinkler leakage and the 
rates of premium thereon and to provide 
penalties for the violation of its provi- 
sions. 

Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Missouri, as follows: 

Sec. 1. The business in the state of 
Missouri of insurance against loss or 
damage by fire, lightning, hail, windstorm 
and sprinkler leakage shall be conducted 
in accordance with the provisions of this 
act. Every insurance company hereafter 
accepting a certificate authorizing it to 
transact such business in this state, shall 
be deemed by such acceptance to consent 
to the terms and provisions of this act 
and to agree to transact its business in 
this state subject thereto. 

Sec. 2. All rates upon which premiums 
are based for insurance within the terms 
of this act shall be reasonable and just 
and all unreasonable or unjust or discrimi- 
natory rates are hereby prohibited and 
declared unlawful. 

Must Furnish Information 


Sec. 3. All insurance companies licensed 
to do business in this state regulated by 
this act, shall upon request of the super- 
intendent of the insurance department, 
hereafter called the superintendent, fur- 
nish all information asked for by him in 
carrying out the intent and purposes of 
this act. The superintendent shall have 
full power and authority to examine all 
officers, agents and employes of such 
insurance companies and all other persons 
under oath, or otherwise, in order to 
procure all information bearing on the 
schedules and rates hereinafter referred 
to. He shall have power to administer 
oaths, to issue subpoenas for persons, 
books and papers, examine witnesses and 
to enforce the attendance and testimony 
of witnesses and the production of books 
and epere. In case any person shall 
wilfully fail, or refuse to obey any such 
subpoena, it shall be the duty of any 
circuit court, or any judge thereof, upon 
the application of said superintendent, to 
issue an attachment for such witness and 
compel such witness to attend before the 
superintendent and testify and produce 
books and papers relating to such matters 
as shall be lawfully required by the su- 
perintendent, and said court shall have 
power to punish for contempt as in other 
cases of refusal to obey the process or 
order of the court. 

Punishment For Refusal 

Such court or judge shall have power 
to issue and enforce obedience to such 
subpoenas on application of the superin- 
tendent as may be necessary to compel 
the attendance and testimony of witnesses 
and the production of books and papers 
before the superintendent to enable him 
to perform his duties and exercise the 
powers herein provided. Any person who 
shall wilfully neglect or refuse to obey 
the process of subpoena issued by said 
superintendent and testify or to produce 
books and papers as therein required, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof, shall be fined 
not less than twenty dollars ($20), nor 
more than one hundred dollars ($100), or 
by imprisonment not exceeding thirty (30) 
re or both, at the discretion of the court.

Sec. 4. Every insurance company whose

been impossible to make inspection and 
to secure the information necessary to 
enable it to file the specific rates herein 
referred to, the superintendent may ex- 
tend the time for filing the same beyond 
the limit fixed herein: Provided further, 
that no company shall be required to file 
specific rates, for any city, town, village 


or county, in which it does not transact 1 


insurance business. 
May Unite on Rates 


Any one or more of such companies 
singly or jointly may employ for the 
making of such general basis schedules 
and rates and the filing of the same the 
services of such experts as it, or they, 
may deem advisable for the purpose. All 
general basis schedules and rates filed in 
accordance with the provisions of this act, 
shall be open to the inspection of the 
public and eacheagent shall have and 
exhibit when called upon, all rates fur- 
nished by the companies he _ represents 
relative to property upon which he is 
authorized to write insurance. No change 
shall be made in the general basis sched- 
ules or specific rates which have been 
filed in compliance with the requirements 
of this act, except after thirty (30) days’ 
notice by mail to the superintendent, 
which notice shall plainly state that the 
changes proposed to be made in the 
general basis schedules or specific rates 
thereunder in force and the time when 
such changes will go into effect: Pro- 
vided, the said superintendent may for 
good cause shown, allow changes to be 
made upon notice for a shorter period 
than that specified herein, either in par- 
ticular instances or by general order ap- 
plicable to special or peculiar circum- 
stances or conditions.

No insurance company whose business 
is regulated by this act shall engage, or 
participate in the insurance of any prop- 
erty against loss or damage specified Lere- 
in unless its general basis schedules and 
epecific rates thereunder have been filed 
in accordance with the provisions of this 
act, except that any insurance company 
shall be permitted for a period of ninety 
(90) days after the taking effect of this 
act, to write insurance under its schedules 
and rates in force at the time this act 
gaes into effect.

Any 
insurance company or other person inter- 
ested in such order if dissatisfied there- 
with, shall have the right to bring action 
against the superintendent to determine 
the legality of such order. When the 
superintendent has reason to believe that 
any scl.edules or rates filed by any insur- 
ance company under this act are excessive 
or unreasonably high, or that any sched- 
ules or rates are too low commensurate 
with the hazard of the risk, he is author- 
ized to make an investigation and if he 
believes after said investigation that the 
schedule or rate in question is too high, 
or too low, he is authorized to direct said 
company to file such new and reasonable 
schedule and rates not higher or greater 
than he may direct and every such com- 
pany shall comply with such direction 
within ten (10) days from and after such 
direction. 


Antirebate Provisions 


Sec. 6. No insurance company whose 
business is regulated by this act nor any 
officer, manager, agent or employe thereof, 
nor any broker shall charge or collect 
any premium for insurance herein regu- 
lated, other than at the rate shown by the 
schedules and rates filed in accordance 
with this act. No insurance company 
whose business is regulated by this act 
nor its officer, manager, agent or employe, 
nor any broker shall directly or indirectly 
by any special rate, tariff, rebate, credit, 
drawback or other device, charge, demand, 
collect or receive any other compensation 
for insurance regulated herein, than it 
charges, demands, collects or receives 
from any other person or persons for like 
insurance on property of a like kind and 
hazard under similar circumstances and 
conditions. The amount of premium ex- 
pressed in any policy shall be the amount 
collected in each and every case. No 
rebate shall be allowed or given in any 
case. 


Penalties Under This Act 


Sec. 7. Any insurance company, or any 
officer, agent or representative thereof, 
any broker or any person whatsoever vio- 
lating any of the provisions of this act, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeaanor and on 
conviction shall be fined not less than two 
hundred dollars ($200) nor more than five 
hundred dollars ($500), or by imprison- 
ment in the city or county jail for a term 
of not less than thirty (30) days nor more 
than ninety (90) days, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment. Should any in- 
surance company be convicted under the 
terms of this act, its license to transact 
business in this state may be by the su- 
perintendent revoked for a period of 
twelve (12) months from the date of such 
conviction, and in case an agent of any 
insurance company shall be convicted, his 
agent’s license for each and every com- 
pany for which he is agent within this 
state, shall be revoked by the superintend- 
ent for a like period, and in case any in- 
Surance broker is convicted his broker’s 
license shall be revoked by the superin- 
tendent for a like period. In no case of 
the revocation of a license as above pro- 
vided shall another license be issued to 
such company, agent or broker until the 
expiration of twelve (12) months from 
the date of the conviction as aforesaid. 

Miscellaneous Provisions—Emergency 

Clause 


Sec. 8. It shall be the duty of the at- 
torney-general of the state upon request 
of the superintendent to enforce the pro- 
visions of this act and to prosecute those 
guilty of its violation.

WILL TALK FIRE PREVENTION 


E. U. Richards and Paul Mason to 
Speak Before the Ohio State 
Association Feb. 7 











The regular quarterly meeting of the 
Ohio State Fire Prevention Association 
will be held in Columbus Feb. 7. Speak- 
ers will be E. U. Richards, engineer of 
the Ohio Inspection Bureau, who will 
talk on the “Work of Obtaining Build- 
ing Codes in the Cities of the State,” 
and Paul Mason, assistant city editor 
of the Ohio State Journal and central 
Chio correspondent of THE WESTERN 
UNDERWRITER, who will discuss “The 
Relation of the Daily and Secular Press 
to the Fire Prevention Movement.” 
Concerning the codes, Mr. Richards 
will show that there are building codes 
in force in as many Ohio cities, against 
one, four years ago, and that more than 
30 are pending or ready for introduc- 
tion in municipal councils. 

The association is making an active 
campaign for the enactment and en- 
forcement of building codes. The 
executive committee has appointed 
committees of three for all Ohio cities 
having codes adopted or under consid- 
eration. These are required to report 
to the annual meeting in May the status 
of the codes in the cities to which the 
committees are assigned. From the 
cities which have adopted codes, re- 
ports will be expected showing how 
they have been received, and whether 
there is a proper municipal official in 
each to see to the enforcement thereof. 





May Have Paid Secretary 

The Cincinnati Underwriters Club is 
again agitating the question of a paid 
secretary. It is recognized that a great 
deal of work must be done to keep 
the affairs of the club in good order 
and that it is too much to expect the 
officers to do this without compensa- 
tion. The solicitor question must be 
regulated, forms must be taken care of, 
and there are a hundred and one things 
constantly coming up. There is a dis- 
position on the part of some agents 


to let matters run along as they are !

To Make Railroads Liable 

House bill 31, introduced in the Ohio 
general assembly last week by Mr. 
Finley, amends Sec. 8970 and repeals 
Sec. 8971 of the general code relating 
to the liability of railroads for fires 
along or near their tracks. It makes 
the railroad responsible for loss or 
damage by fire originating on lands 
owned by it and for loss or damage 
originating on land not owned by it, if 
caused, in whole or in part, by sparks 
from its engines. “The existence of 
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“NATIONAL 
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fires upon the railroad company’s lands 
| is prima facie evidence that they are 
| caused by operating such railroad,” says 
the bill. 





LOCAL NEWS FROM CLEVELAND 





Losses Light in Ohio Metropolis—No 
Stock Taken in Chamber of 
Commerce Movement 





Cleveland, Ohio, Jan. 16.—(Special 
correspondence.)—Reports of premium 
receipts and losses for last year are 
coming into the Fire Insurance Ex- 
change office very slowly, and as a 
consequence it will be some time be- 
fore any idea can be gained of the 
record made by the companies. How- 
ever, it is believed that the ratio will 
be satisfactory, as the city has not 
had a large number of heavy losses 
and the small ones are perhaps no 
more numerous than usual. The last 
weeks of the year were almost devoid 
of fires, while a number of other cities 
in the state realized their worst ex- 
periences at that time. 


Robert E. Gooch, founder and sec- 
retary of the Western Reserve, who 
tendered his resignation some weeks 
ago, has taken up his duties as man- 
ager of the general agency of John 
A. Kelley & Co. in New York. As- 
sistant Secretary Frank P. Bickford is 
in charge of the company and its 
business. 

Local agents seem to take little 
stock in the proposal of the chamber 
of commerce to have a special com- 
mittee investigate risks with the idea 
of securing improvements and a re- 
duction in rates. Because of the course 
followed by the chairman of this com- 
mittee in treating with the agents on 
his own risks and the kind of insur- 
ance he has selected, they anticipate 
that some attempt might be made to 
secure a reduction in rates, but that 
is about as far as they expect it to 
go. The president of the chamber of 
commerce, who made the appointment, 
is said to have dealt with the agents 
in such a manner in the past as to 
lead them to expect little from the 
movement, no matter what may have 
been its motive.

MICHIGAN AND INDIANA 


HOPE FOR FIRE MARSHAL LAW 








Michigan Agents See Prospects of 
Much Needed Legislation, but 
Not All They Want 


Detroit, Mich. Jan. 16.—(Special 
correspondence.)—I went to Lansing 
last week just to see how things were 
going. Of course, under the hat, we 
had some insurance ideas buzzing. I 
wanted to breathe the air before I got 
my think cap going along insurance 
lines. Of course the fire marshal bill 
was the main feature. The governor 
has publicly stated that he believed 
there should be a fire marshal law. 
Representative Ball has introduced a 
bill that looks pretty good. The gov- 
ernor said he would approve any bill 
that passed having the endorsement of 
the fire insurance agents. If the leg- 
islative gentlemen will cut out the 
political game I think we will have a 
fire marshal law. Of course all the 
good things the agents want incorpo- 
rated in the bill will not be there, but 
if we get a fairly good bill through 
and the results prove as we expect 
they will, a better bill can be passed 
another session. 





— 


Very unfortunately there was a fire in 
Detroit about a year ago. Two con- 
cerns were doing business in different 
parts of the city. In time they com- 
bined and procured insurance amount- 
ing to $7,500 or $8,500. Shortly after- 
wards a fire occurred. The fire was 
put out before the property was total- 
ly destroyed, so that an inventory could 
be made. This showed that at this 
time the whole stock did not amount 
to over $2,300. The loss was compro- 
mised and the parties moved out of 
the city and landed in a small town in 
Ohio, and there opened up with a 
stock they claimed to be worth $16,- 
000. They were unfortunate in this 
city, having a fire in about two weeks. 
The question of how the fire occurred 
and other matters incident- thereto is 
being investigated by the fire marshal 
of Ohio. We want a fire marshal in 
Michigan to look into these fires the 
chronic unfortunates suffer. 


Everybody Knocks Them.—An in- 
vestigation into the fire insurance busi- 
ness in North Carolina is recommended 
by Governor Kitchen in his annual 
message sent to the legislature. The 
Governor says he believes the busi- 
ness is controlled by a trust, which 
arbitrarily fixes rates, which are in- 
trinsically too high and which discrim- 
inate against the state. He urges the 
passage of legislation restricting the 
operations of fire insurance companies 
within the state. It is about time for 
the governor of North Carolina to ask 
the governor of South Carolina to take 
a drink. The poor insurance companies

The annual meeting of the Indianap- 
olis Fire Insurance Association, cele- 
brated by a banquet at the Claypool 
Hotel last Friday evening was regarded 
a success both because of the attend- 
ance, fifty-three out of a total of about 
eighty members, and because of the 
spirit of the occasion.

He referred with particular 
pride to the local agents national organ- 
ization which, though consisting of 
only a small fraction of the 60,000 
agents of the country, had accomplished 
so much which all of them got the ben- 
efit of. He said it was a shame that 
the burden should be thus borne by the 
few. There had never been a time, he 
continued, when active organizations 
were more needed than at present, as 
new questions and many of them were 
coming up in the insurance business 
and they had to be met. He pointed 
out various ways in which organiza- 
tions, like the one he was addressing, 
could be very useful to tts members and 
to the interests they represented.

Proposed Fire Marshal Bill 


A committee of fire insurance men 
composed of W. A. Eldridge and W. 
S. Greenwood, of Detroit; S. R. Birch- 
ard, Bay City; J. P. Witleff, Port Hu- 
ron, and J. S. Emery, Lansing, had 
a conference with Governor Osborn 
Friday afternoon about the proposal 
to create a state fire marshal’s bureau, 
the commissioner of insurance to be 
ex-officio fire marshal. The governor 
recommended this proposal in his in- 
augural. 

The proposed bill provides that the 
insurance commissioner shall appoint 
ene chief inspector, and any commu- 
nity may appoint inspectors without 
salary. The measure contains the usual 
provisions regarding the reporting of 
fires by local officials, investigation of 
suspicious fires and inspection of di- 
lapidated or other extra hazardous 
buildings. 





Firebugs at Kalamazoo 

The records at Kalamazoo show 
twenty-one fires of incendiary origin 
during the past nine months. Begin- 
ning in April and continuing through 
the summer there was at least one fire 
a week and on one Saturday night in 
September five fires were started. The 
latest fire of mysterious origin was the 
destruction of the Y. M. C. A. building 
Jan. 5. So far the fire bug, or bugs, 
have eluded the efforts of the police. 





Allow Railroads to Insure Liability 

The Indiana senate committee on 
railways has decided to make a favor- 
able report on the bill providing that 
railway companies shall be liable for 
damages on account of fires along the 
rights of way caused by sparks from 
locomotives, and also providing that 
as a matter of protection the railways 
shall have the right to take out insur- 
ance on property in danger of being 
thus damaged. 





Association Perking Up 

The Indiana Fire Prevention Asso- 
ciation, which has been dormant for 
many months because of the peculiar 
legal situation in the state, is perking 
up again and if the fire marshal law is 
passed by the legislature Indiana will 
have one of the liveliest fire prevention 
associations in the country. To bring 
about ideal conditions they need only 
a fire marshal to back them up and 
put their suggestions in effect.

SHELDON GIVES OPEN LETTER 


Urges an Investigation of the Rockford 
Fire Department Owing to Serious 
Criticism 











Manager Sheldon of the American 
in an open letter makes some criticism 
of the Rockford fire department and 
urges an investigation, as it has been 
the subject of some severe strictures as 
to lack of drill and discipline. He states 
that the fire chief has incorrectly given 
the amount of loss in the city. He 
thinks an insurance man should have 
a place on the board of fire commis- 
sioners and suggests Western Manager 
Walter D. Williams of the Security. 

Referring to the record of fires, in the 
recent report of the fire department, in 
which the loss valuation was put at 
$1,413,502 in 175 fires, on which insur- 
ance to the amount of $1,307,598 was 
claimed to have been carried, the losses 
paid by the companies amounted to 
$219,887. 

Mr. Sheldon takes issue with Chief 
Thomas on this point, and presents fig- 
ures from seven fires in which the prop- 
erty valuation was $468,526 and the in- 
surance carried $299,585, while the 
amount of money paid one of these 
seven losses was actually $214,030.

Nearly forty members were in at- 
tendance at the semi-annual meeting of 
the Wisconsin Field Men’s Club, held 
recently in Milwaukee. Several new 
members were elected, including Wil- 
liam S. Louden, London Assurance, 
Burt Welch, Phoenix of England; W.

IOWA AGENTS ADOPT PROGRAM 


Push Three Measures—Tax On Outside 
Business, Antirebate and State- 
ment of Premium 














Chairman B. F. Kauffman of the leg- 
islative committee of the Iowa Local 
Agents Association, called the commit- 
tee together for a meeting in Des 
Moines last week, at which plans were 
made for a program which will be 
pushed in the Iowa legislature. Three 
definite measures were decided upon to 
be demanded by the lowa agents: 

First, a tax on the premiums paid by 
Iowa policyholders to companies which 
have not been admitted to Iowa and 
which are therefore not forced to pay a 
license fee for the privilege of doing 
business in the state. Insurance men 
believe this method will serve to keep 
out the mail order insurance company 
which seems to be increasing in the 
state despite the efforts of the state in- 
surance department to put a check to 
the practice. 

Second, a law compelling fire insur- 
ance agents to write policies without 
rebating and without discrimination as 
the statute in lowa now provides in the 
case of life insurance agents. 

Third, a law compelling fire com- 
panies to put exact premium paid on 
the face of fire insurance policies as a 
further step against rebating.

Minneapolis General Electric Loss 

There is considerable controversy 
over the recent loss of the power house 
of the Minneapolis General Electric 
Company. Some say the loss was due 
to an explosion. Others say it was 
caused by an overcharged wire which 
the transmitter did not handle. This 
view would make it in the nature of a 
lightning loss and the companies would 
be exempt from liability on the ma- 
chinery. It is one of those unsatisfac- 
tory losses concerning which there is 
more or less doubt as to liability but 
which the companies usually pay. 





Stinson is Elected President 


W. O. Chamberlin of the Commer- 
cial Union in Minnesota, who was 
elected president of the new Minnesota 
Fire Prevention Association, found that 
too much of his time was occupied in 
his regular work to permit giving suffi- 
cient attention to the organization, and 
hence resigned at the meeting last 
week. A. Stinson of the National of 
Hartford was elected in his stead. Ac- 
cording to the constitution only an ac- 





tive member can hold office. Vice- 
President F. H. Wagner therefore re- 
tired but will give the organization his 
hearty support. J. J. Harrison of the 
Connecticut was chosen to fill the va- 
cancy. The. field men are giving the 
organization their encouragement and 
it can be depended on to be a success 
— the Minnesota men are back 
of it. 





PREUS’ REMARKS MISQUOTED 


Minnesota Commissioner Reported to 
Have Recommended Mutual in 
Preference to Stock Insurance 








At the recent meeting of the Minne- 
sota State Association of Mutual In- 
surance Companies, Commis-:ioner 
Preus delivered an address. A St. Paul 
paper quoted him as recommending 
insurance in mutuals rather than in 
stock companies, but Mr. Preus did 
not take such a position. The part of 
his talk in which he compared mutuals 
with stock companies was as follows: 

In the year 1878, which was the year one 
in Minnesota in the chronology for farm- 
ers’ mutual insurance companies, there 
was $923,678 worth of insurance in force. 
In 1894, when this association was organ- 
ized, the insurance in force had grown to 
$44,381,416. The amount of insurance in 
force in the year 1909 reaches the stu- 
pendous figure of $254,018,393. In other 
words, in thirty-one years the insurance in 
force in township mutual organizations 
had grown from less than $1,000,000 to 
over a quarter of a billion dollars. The 
fire insurance in the state of Minnesota 
of all other kinds in 1909, amounted in 
the aggregate to $866,815,934. This will 
show you that the township mutuals carry 
nearly 23 per cent of the fire insurance 
written in the state. 

The average rate charged by the joint 
stock companies based upon the total 
business written in Minnesota in 1909 was 
$1.36 per $100 and the average cost of 
irsurance to the insured in township mu- 
tual companies in 1909 was approximately 
16 cents per $100. Of course you must 
take into consideration that the stock 
companies insure city property of nearly 
every description, and many of them are 
most hazardous risks, and it would not 
be fair to state that if you did not have 
a farmers’ mutual that you would have 
to pay $1.36 per $100. Nevertheless, it 
would be impossible for you to get your 
insurance at a less rate than several times 
16 cents per $100. 

It is evident that this material differ- 
ence in the cost of insurance as regards 
the stock companies and the township 
mutual companies is largely due to the 
elimination of the moral hazard and the 
extremely low expense ratio as regards 
the township mutual companies; as in the 
case of stock companies the expense ratio 
to premium earned is approximately 44 
percent, while in the case of the township 
mutual companies it is in the neighbor- 
hood of 5 percent. 


Fire Marshal Bill Introduced 

Representative W. L. Harding of 
Sioux City, Iowa, who introduced the 
state fire marshal bill last session uh- 
successfully, put in another for the 
Iowa legislature to consider this week. 
The bill provides for a state fire mar- 
shal and two deputies. The marshal 
is to receive $2,000 annually. Under 
the terms of the bill his duties will be 
to investigate every heavy or suspicious 
fire loss, and in cases where there is 
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a suspicion of fraud he must make a 
thorough investigation and decide 
whether or not any insurance is to be 
paid. 





Reports for Two Companies 
The premiums of the Farmers of 
Cedar Rapids in Iowa last year were 
$353,016 and the losses $139,943. The 
Fidelity of Des Moines wrote $90,796 
in premiums in Iowa and sustained 
losses of $44,675. 


Want Longer Cancelation Notice 

At the annual convention of the 
Northwestern Cedarmen’s Association 
at Minneapolis last week, one of the 
topics under discussion was that of ex- 
tending the time required to cancel 
policies in the forest fire belt to sixty 
or ninety days. It was alleged that 
during the recent forest fires cancela- 
tions were heavy, just when the lumber- 
men most needed insurance. 

Robert M. Richie, of Duluth, ad- 
dressed the association on the subject 
of “The Cost of Insurance on Cedar 
Products and How to Reduce It.” He 
advised every member to maintain the 
best equipped yard possible, and with 
the maximum clear space around it. 
He stated that insurance companies 
prefer to take business at lower rates 
with risks correspondingly low, as 
there is greater profit in the business. 





No Inspections Till March 

The Iowa State Fire Prevention As- 
sociation will make no further town in- 
spections or report until March. This 
has been decided by President Car- 
penter, who, after consulting the var- 
ious members of the association, dis- 
covered that the insurance men are too 
busy to devote their tine to inspections 
in view of the many fire losses of the 
winter. However, the bulletins will be 
issued from time to time although not 
regularly each week as formerly. Fol- 
lowing the quarterly session in March, 
there will be something doing once 
again in the way of making Iowa towns 
fireproof. 





Charged With Arson 


‘William Long, under arrest at Sioux 
City, lowa, on a charge that he set fire 
to the ice house of Max Dahms at 
Springdale last July, declared that he 
was employed to start the blaze by 
William Devlin, who owned the ice in 
the building. The ice had been con- 
demned and according to Long, Devlin 
gave him $15 to set the building afire. 
Long averred that he crept up to the 
house at midnight, opened the door, set 
fire to the hay within and made his 
getaway. The ice was ruined and the 
building destroyed. 





Early Start in Iowa 

Iowa began the new year with a 
bunch of disastrous fires. The largest 
loss was on the Bentley & Olmsted 
shoe factory in Des Moines, which was 
destroyed with a loss of $100,000. This 
one fire makes a larger fire loss in Des 
Moines than the total for 1910 is ex- 
pected to show. Fire of unknown 
origin destroyed the St. James hotel at 
Iowa City, Jan. 7, with a loss of $60,- 
000. New Providence sluffered a loss 
of $60,000 to $70,000 in a fire early in 
the morning of Jan. 1. 


Threat of War at Dubuque 

ere seems to be a possibility of a 
rate war at Dubuque. One of the 
agencies took a large dry goods risk at 
a cut rate and other agents are trying 
to make them let go.

The Ellis-Holland-Sowers agency at 
Des Moines gets the American Underwrit- 
ers Agency. 

Fifteen business blocks and three resi- 
dences at Mystic, Iowa, were destroyed 
last week with a $100,000 loss. It is 
thought that a cat upset a lamp which 
had been left burning in one of the 
stores. Anita, Iowa, has a $50,000 fire in 
its business district. 

The fire marshal will be retained in 
Des Moines. This was assured the Com- 
mercial Club, which entered a strenuous 
protest against the abolition of the of- 
fice aS was proposed by Councilman John 
MacVicar. The work of the fire marshal 
has been generally commended in Des 
Moines. 

The Iowa League of Gommercial Clubs 
which meets in Des Moines this week will 
take active steps to secure the enact- 
ment of a state fire marshal law. The 
league is composed of representatives of 
the various Iowa commercial organiza- 





tions. The Western Grain Dealers’ As- 
— is also boosting this statute 
along. 


Charles Fletcher and wife, of Sidney, 
Iowa, are under arrest, charged with hav- 
ing burned their house for the insurance. 
At Sioux City, Iowa, William Devlin has 
been arrested, charged with arson in con- 
nection with the Dahms ice house fire 
which occurred in June, 1909, at Spring- 
dale. Max Dahms claims that Devlin 
paid one William Long a sum of money to 
burn the place and Vong has also been 
arrested. It is said the insurance com- 
panies refused to pay the insurance, the 
matter still being in the courts.

The Farmers Fire of Cedar Rapids has 
been admitted to Nebraska and will es- 
tablish agencies in that state early in 
the spring.

In the Nebraska legislature a bill has 
been introduced to abolish the position 
of fire warden in the city of Omaha, cre- 
ated by the last legislature.

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Bill Introduced by Representative Olin- 
ger—Deputies to be Paid by 
Piece Work 


Topeka, Kan., Jan. 17—(Special cor- 
respondence)—This winter’s session of 
the Kansas legislature is just one week 
old and while there has been a consid- 
erable amount of talk about insurance 
legislation but two bills have been pre- 
sented for consideration. These were 
introduced by Representative E. E. 
Olinger, an insurance man, who was 
elected from Shawnee county. 

One of these bills provides for the 
appointment of a state fire marshal at 
an annual salary of $3,000 per year and 
for a number of assistants who are to 
be paid for the work which they do. 
The fire marshal or his deputies are to 
have power to inspect all buildings and 
their contents whenever they deem such 
an investigation necessary. 

In cities where there is a paid fire 
department the chief of the department 
is made a deputy fire marshal by vir- 
tue of his office. In smaller towns 
this power devolves upon the mayor and 
in the country districts upon the township 
clerks, who are to inspect all fire losses 
and report their findings to the state 
fire marshal at his office in Topeka. 
For this service these assistants are to 
receive 50 cents for each loss reported 
and all actual expenses. 

Another bill likewise introduced in 
the house by Representative Olinger 
makes all agents of unauthorized com- 
panies doing business in Kansas per- 
sonally liable for such losses as they 
may have been written, in case there 
is any doubt as to the payment of the 
same by the company. 





St. Louis County Losses 
Concerning the heavy losses in some 
of the suburban towns around St. Louis 
and the cancelation of policies in those 
towns, the Globe-Democrat of last Sun- 
day said: 


No general cancellation of policies by 
fire insurance companies on risks in St. 
Louis county has resulted from the se- 
ries of losses in the last thirty days. 
The situation, as well informed St. Louis 
agents stated it to be, is that one large 
agency had sustained losses of $75,000 in 
a month and that its companies had or- 
dered liberal cancellations. This agency 
had annual premium receipts of about 
$10,000 on county business. Very few, if 
any, other agencies have received instruc- 
tions to cancel and did not expect them. 
The agents said it was a streak of hard 
luck for this agency, but that it served 
well to point out the fire hazards in the 
county. Most of the larger agencies use 





great caution in handling county risks 
and accept only those known to be of the 
better class. 

Due to lack of fire protection and no 
inspection or building code safeguards, 
the rates in the county are three times 
what they are in St. Louis. Chief In- 
spector Henley of the Fire Prevention 
Bureau says that if the more populous 
towns had adequate water power and a 
building inspection service the reduction 
in insurance rates would be more than 
sufficient to pay the cost of this protec- 
tion. 

Clayton is a notable example of a town 
with little protection in view of the 
value of its property. Sam D. Capen 
spoke at a meeting Monday of Clayton 
citizens to raise funds for the volunteer 
fire department. Hie advised them to in- 
corporate the town and levy taxes to get 
fire plugs and apparatus, instead of pass- 
ing the hat. It developed that the fire 
hose was five years old and so rotten as 
to be almost useless. Better than a fire 
department, Mr. Capen said in his talk, 
would be a good building code and in- 
spection conducted by the underwriters. 


COMMENT ON MISSOURI BILL 





President Capen of Local Agents As- 
sociations Tells About the Rate 
Regulation Measure 





Sam D. Capen, president of the Mis- 
souri association, says framers of the 
rate bill had the Nebraska decision in 
view when they drafted it. Their chief 
legal counsel was Charles W. Bates of 
St. Louis, and he holds that the Ne- 
braska decision does not reach the Mis- 
souri bill. On this point Mr. Capen 
says: 

The Nebraska legislature passed a law 
creating a board, composed of the gov- 
ernor, attorney-general and auditor, which 
it empowered to fix rates on surety bonds, 
which could not be raised or lowered. 
It took the ratemaking right entirely 
away from the companies. The American 
Surety contested this law. One of the 
points it raised was that the making of 
surety bonds was not by law confined to 
surety companies, but such bonds could 
be made by partnerships and individuals, 
and such is commonly the case. It set 
up that very often an individual would 
sign a bond for a friend without com- 
pensation, and contended the state was 
without power to compel an individual to 
charge a premium for such a bond. In 
other words, the surety business is not a 
monopoly or restricted by law to any 
certain class of corporations. Judge Mun- 
ger held this contention to be right, and 
that the law was unconstitutional, be- 
cause it abridged the right of an indi- 
vidual to enter into a contract. 

The Missouri bill is based on the the- 
ory that fire insurance is a monopoly in 
this state because only joint stock com- 
panies and certain mutual companies 
which are named in the bill can write 
insurance in Missouri, when licensed un- 
der conditions prescribed by law. An 
individual can not write fire insurance. 
The Missouri bill does not give the rate- 
fixing power to the insurance superinten- 
dent or other officials, as was done in 
Nebraska. It permits the companies to 
establish the rates, as they do now, but 
provides that these rates may be re- 
viewed by the insurance superintendent 
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when an assured has filed complaint that 
a rate is unfair. If he holds the rate is 
unfair, the company then has the right 
to file a new schedule, still of its own 
making, and this stands until a com- 
plainant can show the department that it 
is unjust. 

It is the belief of able lawyers that 
this bill will stand the test of the courts. 
We are not so much afraid of that as 
the fight which the companies will make 
on it in the assembly, but we are pre- 
pared to defend it against all comers. 

An executive of a St. Louis company 
stated, after reading the bill, that it 
had the same vital defect that all other 
rating bills had—it would reduce com- 
petition by driving the smaller compa- 
nies out of business and thereby lessen 
the supply of insurance, a condition 
bound to produce higher rates.

KENTUCKY AND THE SOUTH 


PASSES ON OWNERSHIP ISSUE 


Kentucky Court of Appeals Had Case 
Involving Delivery of Deal on 
Conditions Subsequent 











The Kentucky court of appeals in a 
case involving unconditional ownership 
holds the delivery of a deed on condi- 
tions subsequent does not change the 
title of ownership within the meaning 
of the policy. The Insurance Green 
Bag says: 

The policy was issued Jan. 2, 1909. 
The property was destroyed Feb. 28, 
1909. The insured had been negotiat- 
ing with the United States Government 
the sale of the premises since June 12, 
1908. His ‘Proposal to sell was accepted 
on condition that the insured had a 
good title in the opinion of the local 
district attorney and that the building 
would be removed within a specified 
time after notice. On Jan. 6, 1909, the 
United States government accepted the 
proposal to sell, in writing, upon the 
conditions above named. On Jan. 9 in- 
sured acknowledged receipt of accept- 
ance but asked for additional time to 
remove the building. On Feb. 25, a sat- 
isfactory deed and abstract were deliv- 
ered to the local district attorney but 
same were not approved until after the 
fire. The deed was not recorded until 
April 3, 1909, when the purchase price 
was paid to insured. In the lower court 
there was judgment for $1,333.33 which 
was affirmed by the court of appeals of 
Kentucky, who say in part: 


Here, then, we have a case not of ab- 
solute sale, but of a conditional sale. 
While it is true that appellee had bound 
himself to comply with the terms of his 
proposal, he did not part with his interest 
in or title to the property until the con- 
ditions upon which the sale were made 
were complied with; that is, until the 
attorney general had reported favorably 
upon the title and the contract was ac- 
cepted by the United States. Until that 
time his interest in the property did not 
pass to the United States. This is the 
construction placed upon the transaction 
by the assistant secretary of the treasury 
who shows by his letter of Jan. 13, 1909,

REPORT MADE ON SOUTH BEND 


National Board Engineers Find High 
Conflagration Hazard In Spite 
of Mitigating Conditions 











The engineers of the National Board 
who have just completed an inspection 
of South Bend, Ind., hold that despite 
the mitigating conditions the conflagra- 
tion hazard there is high owing to the 
inadequate water supply and the fre- 
quency of high winds. The engineers 
say: 

In the principal mercantile district 
buildings are nearly all of ordinary joisted 
brick, with light walls, few parapets, and 
very little effectual protection to open- 
ings in floors, roofs, party walls or ex- 
ternal walls. There are a number of 
excessive areas, and many frame build- 
ings are interspersed. The moderate 
height of buildings, the strong and effi- 
cient fire department and the fairly good 
width of streets are valuable mitigating 
features, but are offset by the inadequate 
water supply and the frequent high 
winds; the resulting conflagration hazard 
is high. There are several extensive man- 
ufacturing plants, and a number of 
smaller ones. The more important are 
well equipped with automatic sprinklers 
and other private fire protection and are 
not liable to spreading fires. The more 
congested groups of frame, shingle-roofed 
dwellings, which comprise the rest of the 
i present a serious conflagration haz- 
ard.

Conditions Bad at Newell, S. D. 


Deputy Fire Marshal S. E. Crans of 
South Dakota in a report states that 
conditions at Newell are deplorable. 
Loose hay is piled in the business dis- 
trict. There are some tin stacks for chim- 
neys, and no regard is paid to the safe 
keeping of oils. He suggests that the 
fact that the town will be moved from 
the present location to one further 
north might be an incentive to the mer- 
chants to sell out to the insurance com- 
panies. 





Lower Rates for Newark, Ohio 

Service Director W. C. Christian of 
Newark is endeavoring to secure lower 
rates for that city. He has called the 
attention of the rating authorities to 
recent improvements in the fire pro- 
tection. In the last three years the 
city has acquired the old waterworks 
plant, increasing the water supply 50 
percent, and also acquired the old 
reservoir, with a storage capacity of 
3,000,000 gallons. The number of 
hydrants has been increased from 288 
to 704. The present mileage of water 
mains is 74.75 and this will shortly. be

Townsend’s Report on Rockford, Ill, 

The report of E. R. Townsend, the 
fire protection engineer, on Rockford, 
Ill., has been published. It shows that 
both the waterworks system and the 
fire department are seriously deficient. 
The pumping capacity is sufficient, but 
water supply and storage reserve is 
limited. Circulation is poor on account 
of small-sized mains. The fire de- 
partment is undermanned and the fire 
alarm system is in an unreliable con- 
dition. The town was classified in 
class 3 five years ago, but at present 
would grade in class 4. 


SERIOUS SITUATION IS. SEEN 
District Between Omaha and South 


Omaha Supplied Only by 
Dead Ends 











An interesting and serious situation de- 
veloped at a little fire that started in the 
plant of the Omaha Cooperage Company 
at Thirty-fifth and I streets in South 
Omaha, supposedly caused by the care- 
less use of a match in lighting a pipe, 
last Saturday afternoon. The plant is 
near the north edge of South Omaha. The 
first apparatus to arrive was a couple 
of hose wagons. No _ water pressure 
worthy of the name could be secured. 
The horses already there were sent back 
downtown for a fire engine. By the time 
it arrived, the fire was well under way, 
despite the feeble efforts to prevent it. 
The loss, however, was held down to 
$12,000. 

In the district from this point north, 
and over into the south edge of Omaha, 
there are many mills, factories, and ele- 
vators, perhaps $4,000,000 of insurable 
property. The dead ends of water mains 
from the two cities work into it, and 
in the event of a big fire the water sup- 
ply almost invariably fails, because of 
small mains, mud filled mains, insuffi- 
cient hydrants, and other similar causes. 

The plant of the Omaha Water Com- 
pany, which supplied the two cities and 
other suburbs, has been in litigation for 
eight years past while the city of Omaha 
has been trying to acquire it, and prac- 
tically no additions to it have been made, 
though the cities it supplies have been 
steadily growing. 

The village of Dundee to the west held 
a town meeting the past week, and ap- 
pointed committees to consider the ad- 
visability of installing a plant of its own, 
being unable to secure additional main 
extensions or hydrants from the Omaha 
Water Company. 





Peoria Getting Into Shape 
Following the recent drastic report 
on Peoria’s fire protection the city has 
done considerable to better matters 
and it is expected it will soon be ready 





for a rerating on a lower basis. Water | 
mains have been extended all over the | 
city and all wires in the fire limits have | 
been put underground. A fire alarm | 
system has been installed and when an | 
agreement between the city and the | 


waterworks company is reached still | 


further improvements are looked for. 





Milwaukee Improvements 

Two new station houses and new quar- 
ters for the crew of one of the fire tugs 
will be erected at Milwaukee, Wis., this 
year. Bonds to the extent of $50,000 
will be issued to cover the expense. One 
fire house will be erected in the Four- 
teenth ward at a cost of $17,000 and an 
engine house in the Twentieth ward, 
costing $24.000. The quarters for the 
crew of fireboat No. 15 will be built near 
the East Water street bridge. 


FIRE PROTECTION NOTES 


The city council of Akron, Ohio, has 
passed an efficient building code to be- 
come effective Feb. 1. 

Three safety water tube boilers of 120 
horse power capacity each are being in- 
stalled in the waterworks at Rushville, 
Ind. A pumping station has already been 





installed, the water coming wrom Flat 
Rock River. 
Calhoun, Ky., is entirely without water 


for fire protection as the result of the re- 
fusal of the city council to pay the rates 
wanted by the Calhoun Light & Water 
Company. The company, following the 
action of the council, turned off the light 
and power and the city as a result is at 
the mercy of a possible conflagration. 
Fire Chief Burnett of Des Moines has 
stated that much of the loss in the big 
Bentley & Olmsted fire might have been 
avoided if the water pressure had been 
sufficient. There is talk of purchasing a 
couple of fire engines by the city. The 
city has ordered to enlarge its mains 





from four to six inches in the territory in 
which the fire occurred. 





To Increase Membership 
The executive committee of the Ken- 
tucky Association of Local Fire Insur- 
ance Agents met in Louisville last week 
and discussed plans for an aggressive 


| membership campaign to be pushed in 


February. The association includes in 
its ranks only a fraction of the 1,100 
agents doing business in the state. The 
time and place for the annual meeting 
were discussed and the matter of ar- 
ranging for the convention was referred 
to the president and secretary. 





Will Prosecute for Embezzlement 

In its January bulletin the West 
Virginia department gives warning 
that agents who retain premiums they 
have collected will be prosecuted for 
embezzlement. Since August there 
have been two indictments in one 
county on this charge, and others will 
follow. The statute provides that if 
it appears that an agent of any cor- 
poration unlawfully withholds money 
collected by him over thirty days and 
refuses to restore or account for it, he 
shall be presumed to be guilty of em- 
bezzlement. He may, however, rebut 
such presumption by competent evi- 
dence. 





Preliminary arrangements are already 
being made in Milwaukee, Wis., for the 
annual convention of the National Asso- 
ciation of Fire Chiefs and the Insurance 
Commissioners’ Convention, both of which 
are to be held there this year.

And because 
some through misfortune die early in life 
or gO wrong, we do not lose our faith in 
the immutable law that tells us that a 
certain percentage will live out the al- 
loted span. 

Corporate life has something in simi- 
larity. We forget that the great insti- 
tious of today once passed through all 
the trials of childhood. They are a vital 
factor in the field. They can accomplish 
momentous results. They wield a power- 
ful influence. Such companies are needed. 





We rejoice at their stature and vitality 
and age. 

But the youngster, let us not decry 
him. Give him a helping hand, a word 
of encouragement now and then. Most 
of them will be sizable themselves some 
day.

There should be a well defined esprit 
du corps among our western insurance 
companies. They should make the name 
of this section a reputable one.

This 
paper is proud to represent the western 
companies, the western spirit and west- 
ern opportunity. No one can exceed it 
in admiration for the older and larger in- 
stitutions, but it does not overlook the 
west and its companies because they 
are to be heard from, and they deserve 
support. 





A USEFUL LETTER 


Tue plan adopted by President Crark 
of the Union Centrat Lire in sending 
out a letter with the draft payable to a 
widow whose husband carried life insur- 
ance in the company, commends itself to 
the thoughtful mind and carries with it 
the suggestion of the real purport of life 
insurance. He warns the claimant against 
being tempted to invest the life insurance 
fund in speculative securities, those that 
advertise a high rate of earning power. 
President Ciark calls attention to the 
many disasters that often overtake those 
that come into posession of a sum of 
money who endeavor to have it yield the 
highest possible income. They invest it 
in tempting propositions and by the 
whiff of the wind it is blown away and 
its purpose is nullified. 

Those who have had the opportunity 
to observe have often noted the loss of 
life insurance money by widows making 
investments that were worthless. The 
monthly income policy in this respect is 
most valuable. By this means, the widow 
has a monthly stipend sent to her. Where, 
however, the entire amount is paid, a let- 
ter from the company sounding a note 
of warning and advising that a trusted 
and confidential friend of the deceased 
be counselled with, is worthy of com- 
mendation. 


STRIKING FIGURES 


Tuat is a striking array of figures to 
present to the assured who sees noth- 
ing but enormous profits in the fire in- 
surance business, when it is seen that 
the capital of New York companies that 
have retired from business since the in- 
surance department was established 
amounts to $38,067,036, while the Mas- 
sachusetts capital retired is $15,203,300.

He kept telling his wife of the 
“seventy-fives” and “hundred thousands” 
that he had closed, and finally she re- 
quested him to sell a one thousand 
dollar policy and bring every cent of his 
commission home to her. 

Comment by Mr. Lockyer 

“T had not adapted myself to my 

business,” said Mr. Lockyer. “I had no 
purpose nor plan, no goal, no system. 
There was nothing accomplished. I 
followed a blunderbuss style, shooting 
at random. It was not until my agency 
began to direct itself along fixed and 
definite lines that we accomplished any- 
thing. We unearth prospects and get 
every bit of information we can about 
each. We do not go to a man until we 
have something definite to present to 
him that fits his needs. Preparatory 
work in my opinion is very necessary. 
A big business man has no use for a 
general proposition. He wants some- 
thing specific that applies to him. I 
insist on an immediate medical examin- 
ation. By this means the case is 50 
percent closed. 
_ “We often sheot under a man, that 
1s, we propose too low an amount. It 
is better to propose a liberal sum which 
will appeal to his pride and then come 
down if necessary. In dealing with big 
men, it is always best to secure insur- 
ance in a number of companies. It ap- 
peals to them to have these contracts. 
It makes a better showing. The bigger 
the man, the easier it is to get to him 
if you have a proposition that fits his 
case. It takes horse sense and a de- 
termination to win to get business.” 

Accompanying Mr. Lockyer from the 
Philadelphia agency were George 
Rhawn, Charles Megaty, Dr. Coley and 
H. A. Marshall. Mr. Megary went with 
the agency, he having heen general 
agent of the Equitable of New York at 





Philadelphia. He wrote $145,000 for the 
Illinois Life during December. Mr. 
Megary spoke at the banquet and made 
a most favorable impression. 

BR. W. Stevens as an Agency Head 

Vice-President R. W. Stevens looms 
up as a more efficient executive head 
each year. His grasp on the agency 
details of a company is comprehensive. 
He inspires confidence, is ready on his 
feet and has all the arguments for his 
company summed up in convincing ar- 
ray. 

President J. W. Stevens who was in- 
troduced as the “silent, but command- 
ing Napoleon” of the company, received 
an ovation. His remarks were but 
brief as he acts rather than talks. 
James C. Snow, one of the big Chicago 
writers of the company, was presented 
as “the peerless diplomat of the Chi- 
cago agency.” “Jimmie” can write busi- 
ness but he acknowledges he is no post- 
prandial orator. He got his thoughts 
out of his system in a jiffy. 

At the opening of the ceremonies As- 
sistant Agency Manager K. B. Korady 
said that during the few days before 
the banquet the agents had produced 
some complimentary business. Mrs. L 
E. White reported twenty-two appli- 
cations and J. C. Snow came over with 
$17,000 with the checks attached. 

Is the Whole Works 

E. J. Hutchinson of Champaign, 
whom the toastmaster introduced as 
the president, vice-president, secretary, 
treasurer, board of directors and mem- 
bers of the “Hum Dinger Club,” is a 
quaint but forceful character. His 
speech was laugh-provoking and re- 
freshing. It had sandwiched in it some 
wholesome gospel. 

H. E. Whiting, inspector of agencies, 
in his talk said that organization, sys- 
tem and enthusiasm will bring success. 

E. C. Wharf of Danville told of the 
progress of the original general agen- 
cies in the state and called attention to 
the fact that they would have to do 
something to keep from being nosed 
out by the newer ones. 

Augustine, the Orator Primus 

O. H. Augustine of Peoria, the orator 
primus of the organization, burns with 
zeal. He said that what is needed is 
local efficiency. Men should know all 
about what they are selling and should 
inject into the canvass the full force of 
their personality. Agents need to have 
faith in themselves and their company. 
Salesmen get into a rut, and a rut, he 
said is but a grave with both ends 
knocked out. 

O. H. Gabel of Bloomington said that 
agents make a mistake in taking on any 
affectations of voice and manner. 
Men like to be approached in the old 
home like way. 

G. W. Harding, one of the newer but 
very successful general agents, gave his 
ideas of the field’s needs. 

J. L. Ferguson, manager of the Chi- 
cago agency, said the company had a 
permanent policy. It did not change 
with the winds. An agent can not im- 
bibe enthusiasm, in his opinion, until he 
gets right in the game with all his 
might. 

W. B. Davis, manager at Kansas City, 


said that it did not pay to write “easy” 
business, where a man was simply over- 
powered by the much stronger person- 
ality of the agent and could not resist. 
Such risks will not persist. An agent 
gets a little cash in such cases and 
keeps the note as a souvenir. 


T. J. Henderson of Grand Rapids, 
manager for Michigan, and Assistant 
Agency Manager Korady closed the 
speaking. 

Green Signal Club Meeting 

During the afternoon the meeting of 
the “Green Signal Club,” composed of 
Illinois agents, was held. J. C. Snow of 
Chicago is president and K. B. Korady 
secretary. 

R. W. Stevens, vice-president, was in 
charge of the proceedings. He said that 
last year the Illinois force increased 
the production $1,000,000. It is ex- 
pected that this year the increase will 
be $2,000,000. The company is out for 
$60,000,000 in force by Dec. 312 The 
Illinois Life’s home state organization 
is compact and enthusiastic, a fine body 
of men. 

Mr. Stevens said the meeting was for 
the purpose of mutual criticism. The 
company would tell the weaknesses of 
the field and the field was to tell its 
grievances against the home office. In 
this respect he compared it to a fam- 
ily where faults were pointed out for 
the purpose of improvement. 

The results of the meeting are cer- 
tain to be more and better business. 
Many ideas of value were advanced. 


Reliance Life Changes 

W. B. Bell, in charge of the Chicago 
office of the Reliance Life, is to be 
transferred to Memphis, Tenn., his old 
home.

TALKS TO THE LIFE AGENTS 





Tells the Advantages of the Association 
Movement to Men With the 
Rate Book 





At the annual ladies’ night banquet of 
the Chicago Life Underwriters Associ- 
ation this week, President H. J. Powell 
of the national body, who addressed the 
Ft. Wayne, Ind., association the night 
before, gave high praise to the latter 
association, composed of eight mem- 
bers.

Citizens National Life of Louisville 
Has Reduced Its Capital Stock 
to $750,000 


By a vote of over 100,000 shares to 
203 shares, the stockholders of the 
Citizens National Life at their annual 
meeting decided to reduce the capital 
of the company from $1,500,000 to 
$750,000, reducing the price of the 
stock from $10 to $5 per share. The 
board of directors met immediately 
and elected C, D. Pearce, formerly of 
Maysville, president. Other officers 
elected were: George Bohon, Harrods- 
burg, J. W. Lam, of Greenville, R. L. 
Moore, of Marion, and J. Whit Potter, 
of Bowling Green, first, second and 
third and fourth vice-presidents re- 
spectively; L. W. Key, of Maysville, } 
treasurer, and Helm Bruce, of Louis- 
ville, general counsel. The directors 
were all reelected with the exception 
of two who were elected to fill the 
vacancies created by the resignation of 
W. H. Gregory, former president of 
the company, and his brother R. E. 
Gregory. Moore was later 
elected general manager, and the ap- 
pointment of W. B. Lacy as actuary 
was approved.

Legislation to Be Proposed by Ekern 
Commissioner Ekern of Wisconsin at 
the present session of the legislature 
of that state will ask for a law pro- 
viding for publicity of promotion ex- 
penses of new companies, and also 
limiting the amount that can be used 
for expenses. Another bill he will ask 
for will cover the division of commis- 
sions between agents of insurance 
companies. There is some question of 
the right of agents under the anti- 
rebate law to divide commissions. The 
protection of the surplus of mutual 
companies will be the subject of 
enotker bill, and still another will pro- 
vide for the payment of the expense 
of examining companies. At present 
companies are required to pay the ex- 
penses of examinations, but owing to 
the veto of a bill by Governor David- 
son two years ago the commissioner 
has not been able to recover his ex- 
penses from the state treasury. 

An emergency bill will be introduced 
to reimburse former Commissioner 
Beedle, Commissioner Ekern and the 
assistants in the department, for their 
expenses while examining companies 
in the past two years, the failure of 
the last legislature adequately to pro- 
vide for this expense making this bill 
necessary. 

The new insurance committee of the 
house consists of Assemblymen L. L. 
Johnson, Door county; H. J. Morten- 
son, Juneau county; J. H. Kamper, 
Racine county; H. V. Schwalbach, 
Washington county, and Arthur Kahn, 
Milwaukee. 





Opens Northwestern Department

CARRIED TO HIGHEST COURT 


Commercial Life of Chicago Will Test 
Constitutionality of the Illinois 
Antirebate Law 








The Commercial Life of Chicago has 
decided to carry up to the United States 
supreme court the recent decision of the 
Illinois supreme court which upheld the 
Illinois antirebate law. The Commer- 
cial Life was charged with violating 
this law in allowing stock options with 
insurance. Attorney Chritten of Chi- 
cago, who represents the Commercial, 
has secured a writ of error from the 
chief justice in Illinois allowing the 
case to be carried up. He bases his con- 
tention on the plea that the law is un- 
constitutional in that it exempts fra- 
ternal societies and their agents from 
its penalty. 

The case against the Hartford Life 
is being tried this week in Chicago, the 
company and its agent being charged 
with rebating. The case of the Illinois 
Life was recently decided in its favor 
and the Hartford Life expects a simi- 
lar verdict.

Duplex Distribution Plan 


The National Security Life of Kansas 
City thus explains its “duplex distribu- 
tion plan”: 

When a policy becomes the first 
oldest outstanding one in force in 
class of corresponding age and the 
on which the greatest sum of money has 
been paid (as premiums) then the holder 
thereof shall be paid its face value; and 
said sum shall become due and payable 
at the time of the first death claim in 
the class and division after said policy 
becomes the oldest as above. 

Policyholders are divided into divisions 
of 1,000 each. his 1,000 is subdivided 
and classified by their ages from 18 to 55. 
Therefore 1,000 policyholders ranging from 
18 to 55 years making 38 classes or ages. 
Suppose number ten in position was killed 
by accident or died within one year and

be paid a like amount, the same having 
cost him but one annual premium. 

Again, should a policyholder die holding 
$5,000 insurance, there would a _ like 
amount ($5,000) be paid at the head of 
that age class. Therefore, if the first 
five members at the head of a class in 
which a $5,000 death loss occurred (each 
holding a $1,000 policy), all five would 
be retired and the sixth in position would 
then become first. 

All policies are issued in denomination 
of $1,000 each, so that if an applicant ap- 
plies for $5,000 insurance, five policies for 
$1,000 each will be issued. 

Do not forget that seven out of ten 
allow their policies to lapse, and that the 
first is just as apt to die as the thirtieth

RESERVE CARRIED A POLICY 


New York Supreme Court Gives Deci- 
sion Where Premium Note Had 
Not Been Paid 


The Insurance Green Bag cites a case 
where it was held that where the in- 
sured died within six months after lapse 
though premium note is not paid when 
due, Sec. 88 of New York laws pre- 
vents forfeiture if the reserve carries 
the policy beyond date of death. 

The policy was issued Feb. 19, 1900. 
In lieu of cash, insured gave a note for 
the fourth annual premium which be- 
came due 90 days after date and pro- 
vided that, if not paid at maturity, the 
policy should become null and void. 
The note was never paid. Insured died 
within 6 months after the maturity of 
the note. The company claimed the 
policy was forfeited, but beneficiary 
contended there could be no forfeiture,

sured for premium existed at the expira- 
tion of said three months. As stated, 
there was then due on the premium note 
$6.27, which under the statute must be 
deducted from the reserve amount of 
$10.44 to form the basis for extended in- 
surance (Taylor v. New York Life, 197 

. ¥. 324, 90 N. E. 964), leaving a balance 
of $4.17. If $10.44 would extend the in- 
surance “one year one hundred one days,” 
it would seem that $4.17 would extend it 
for a proportionate time, and, if that be 
correct, a simple mathematical computa- 
tion demonstrates that the reserve after 
deducting the premium due was sufficient 
to extend the policy until after the death 
of the insured. If these conclusions of 
fact are not correct, the statement of 
facts submitted should have so informed 
us. If our conclusions are correct, this 
policy was in force for the full amount 


The parties have stipulated that, if the 
policy was in force at the time of the 
death of the insured, plaintiff is entitled 
to recover $999.93 with interest from No- 
vember 18, 1903, for which amount judg- 
ment is ordered in favor of plaintiff, with- 
Bartholomew v. Security Mut.

Gray Must Pay Judgment 

The United States Supreme Court 
has refused to hear the appeal of Wil- 
liam H. Gray from a judgment secured 
against him by three policyholders of 
the Western Life Indemnity of Chi- 
cago. Gray had a contract as general 
manager of the Western Life Indem- 
nity and sold it to Rosenfeld for $125,- 
000, Gray and his brother-in-law there- 
upon retiring from the board of direc- 
tors. Rosenfeld transferred $3,000,000 
of the business of a Pennsylvania com- 
pany to the Western Life Indemnity 
and received a commission of $200,000. 
Out of this sum Rosenfeld took up the 
notes which he had placed at a bank to 
raise the money to pay Gray. Three 
policyholders brought suit against Ro- 
senfeld to recover the $200,000 and 
joined Gray in the suit in order to get 
back the money from him. The lower 
court directed Gray to refund the $125,- 
000 and also ordered Rosenfeld to refund 
the remaining $75,000. The supreme 
court refuses to hear the appeal from 
that ruling.

Charles Van Keuren, Lansing mun- 
ager for the Northern of Michigan, goes 
with the Lansing Insurance Agency as 
manager of its life department. 


On account of increasing business H. 
W. LeSage Ten Broek, Michigan mana- 
ger of the Central Life of Des Moines, 
has moved into larger quarters at rooms 
205-6-7, Murray building, Grand Rapids. 
Mr. Ten Broek has now been with the 
company for five years and is satisfied 
that in the next five years ne can triple 
the business in force on his books. 

The report of the total abstinence de- 
partment of the Security Mutual, New 
York, in 1910 shows it increased its in- 
Surance in force $999,763 and the total 
amount in force in this class at the close 
of the year was $6,396.24. The mortality 
of this class was $18,000 in 1910, the same 
as in the previous year and the savings 
in mortality represent a large addition 
to the profit account. 

A bill has been introduced in the Indi- 
ana legislature authorizing the formation 
of stock or mutual companies for burial 
insurance and to provide for the burial 
of policyholders. The capital stock must 
not be less than $1,000, and the benefit 
in no case more than $100. The bill seeks 
to give the companies the right to en- 
force contracts. The funeral directors of 
the state have succeeded in having killed 
Similar bills introduced in former years.

are required to make contracts extending 
over many years without right of cancel- 
ation on the part of the companies makes 
it all the more important that they be 
allowed to use all of the factors which 
tend. toward establishing a stable average 
of loss ratio. In the interest of their 
»0licyholders, who have a direct interest 
n the companies’ ability to fulfill their 
contract obligations, they shouid not be 
subjected to narrow limits as to the num- 
ber of their risks nor to small areas in 
the extension of their business. They 
must be given not only an opportunity 
to maintain the general average loss 
ratio fixed by the mortality tables for 
this year but for the many years to come 
during which their obligations are to ma- 


ture. 
Spreading Over the States 

_It is conceivable that a company domi- 
ciled in a given state and limited to do- 
ing business in that state might be sub- 
jected to conditions in the future by 
changes in the laws of that state so as 
to make it impossible for it to continue 
as a solvent concern. But if it be allowed 
to do business in forty-eight states, the 
general law of average is brought into 
effect and reduces to a minimum even the 
dangers of adverse legislation. 

Economy of administration in life in- 
surance affairs is the watchword of today 
and has been largely accomplished so 
far as it lies within the power of the 
companies to economize. Never before 
in the history of the world has the public 
been given so much life insurance for so 
little money. The states could make 
turther reductions of cost possible by 
adopting uniform laws that would save 
the present cost of compliance with dis- 
similar laws. A member of the associa- 
tion with which I am connected recently 
calculated that the compliance or attempt 
at compliance with varied and conflicting 
state laws and practices cost life insur- 
ance policyholders more than a million 
dollars every year. Such an instance as 
this should bring home to the people the 
cost of dissimilarity, and aid in obtain- 
ing uniformity. 

Interests in Common 


But we need not multiply the points 
of argument, nor prolong the discussion. 
It must be conceded that life- insurance, 
owing to the very nature of the business, 
being based as it is on the presumption 
that it will enter into contract with 
enough people to meet the general law of 
average applying to the a of human 
life and that the contracts it enters into 
must extend over the period of human 
life, is essentially, and I might say is 
typically a business of interstate char- 
acter. It should, therefore, enter the 
various states and must comply with 
their laws. This interest in all states 
and this need for compliance requires that 
their laws should as nearly as possible 
be uniform. For this reason the business 
of insurance, and particularly that of life 
insurance, is here joining with other busi- 
ness interests urging the several states 
to recognize the doctrine of comity and 
to consider always when enacting legisla- 
tion what other states have enacted to 
cover the same subject.

RECEIVERS TAKE UNITED 


CAPITAL IS FOUND IMPAIRED 








Majority Stockholders of Baltimore 
Company Ask Court to Protect 
Interests of All Concerned 





The United Surety of Baltimore is 
now in the hands of receivers appointed 
on petition of holders of a majority of 
the stock. On Jan. 10 S. H. Wolfe of 

' New York, who is examining the com- 
pany for the Maryland and North Caro- 
lina departments, ordered the company 
to cease writing business. At the same 
time the stockholders were given five 
days in which to make good the impair- 
ment and pay in enough for a working 
surplus. On Jan. 13 the majority stock- 
holders had receivers appointed. The 
court named as receivers Edwin W. 
Poe, president of the company; Stuart 
S. Janney, its special counsel, and 
Ernest J. Clark, one of its directors. In 
the bill for a receivership it was claimed 
that the company is solvent. 

As a petition for a receiver presented 
several weeks ago by J. H. Preston, a 
minority stockholder, has not yet been 
acted upon there is a possibility that 
the question of the jurisdiction of the 
courts may come up, as a receiver may 
be named under the Preston petition. 


Had a Stormy Career 


The United Surety has had a stormy 
career. It was organized by Olin 
Bryan, an attorney, with $500,000 cap- 
ital and $250,000 surplus. Henry G. 
Penniman, who had recently retired 
from the Aetna Indemnity; Ernest J. 
Clark, general agent of the John Han- 
cock Mutual Life at Baltimore, and 
Robert A. Dobbin, Jr., of Baltimore, 
were also active in its organization and 
became officers. When the company 
had been going a few months, George 
G. Brown of Chicago, a director, was 
called to the home office and, through 
changes in stock ownership, was soon 





in control. His reign was brief. Er- 
nest J. Knabe, Jr., the piano manufac- 
turer, purchased the stock control and 
restored Messrs. Penniman, Clark and 
Dobbin to the executive control. 


Manipulations by Knabe 


Affairs apparently ran smoothly for 
about three years. The company had 
a good agency plant and did a big busi- 
ness—perhaps too big for its resources. | 
About a year ago it was slow in filing | 
its statement. It was found to be im- 
paired. Knabe and his representatives, 
who were in financial control, had put 
into it securities which several depart- 
ments would not admit as assets. Fin- 
ally under pressure Knabe sold his in- | 
terests to Thomas H. Bowles, presi- 
dent of the Baltimore Trust Company. 
The capital was reduced to $250,000 in 
order to create a surplus. The company 
was thrown out of Minnesota, Massa- 
chusetts and finally out of New York 
also, where it had done a large busi- 
ness. 





Sve Becomes President 


Mr. Penniman was forced out of the 
presidency, and Edwin W. Poe, a for- 
mer secretary of the American Bonding 
and a first class surety man, was made 
president. During the summer and fall 
the company did business in a quiet 
way, but its future was in constant 
doubt. It was figuring with different 
concerns for a consolidation which 
would increase its capital and restore 
it to strength, but the negotiations were 
not successful. 

The company’s main business was 
fidelity and surety, although it did a 
fair amount of burglary business, some 
accident and health and a little plate 
glass. In the west it handled its bank 
burglary business through the general 
agency of L. S. Joseph of Cape Girar- 





deau, Mo., who controlled a number of 
states. 
May Have New Receiver 

The Journal of Commerce stated on 
Tuesday that there was a possibility 
that the present receivership would be 
set aside and receivers appointed under 
the Preston petition. As Preston 
charged mismanagement and waste of 
funds, it is held to be inconsistent to 
have as receivers the former officers of 
the company. In the meantime, Insur- 
ance Commissioner Harrington of 
Maryland, for whom an examination 
was in progress at the time the receiver 
was appointed, will ask a court order 
to have the examination finished, it be- 
ing only about half completed. It is 
understood that the financial condition 
of the company is involved, owing to a 
severe shrinkage in premium income 
during the last year and a heavy in- 
crease in losses. The surety business 
was reduced almost 50 per cent, while 
the loss ratio was very heavy on the 
old business. 

Miller Receiver at Cleveland 


Last Saturday Judge Ford appointed 
Burt A. Miller receiver of the busi- 
ness and property of the United Surety 
Company at Cleveland, following the 
receipt of information that receivers 
had been appointed for the company 
at Baltimore. The application was 
made by William Rothenberg, a policy 
holder, and the action was taken for 
the protection of patrons of the com- 
pany, as well as to preserve the busi- 
ness and property of the company. 
Mr. Miller has for some years been 
the manager of the company’s business 
at Cleveland, and is, therefore, well ac- 
quainted with its affairs. 





Gardner Sustained by Stockholders 

Stockholders of the Commercial Cas- 
ualty of Newark, N. J., at their annual 
meeting last week fully sustained Gen- 
eral Manager William J. Gardner in 
canceling the general agency contract 
of the Gray-Mandeville Company. Di- 
rectors in accord with the managament 
were elected and it was decided to 
have a committee of five directors look 
into the matter of suing the Gray- 
Mandeville Company for $100,000 for 
promotion fees collected and rebates 
not yet repaid to the company. 

The excessive cost of promoting this 
company has stood in the way of its 
getting into other states, and it is be- 
lieved the action of the stockholders 
will obviate this difficulty. 

Two directors were added to the 
board—James C. Hinchliffe and Harry 
C. Mitchell. Mr. Hinchliffe is presi- 
dent of the Paterson Brewing & Malt- 
ing Company and of the Midland Rail- 


_road Terminal Company and director 


in several banks and corporations. Mr. 
Mitchell was assistant auditor of the 
Maryland Casualty in 1902-5, resident 
manager of that company at Buffalo for 
two years, then was connected with the 
New York city office of the liability 
department of the Aetna Life, from 
whose service he resigned a year ago 
to go with the Commercial Casualty 
at the home office. He is now secre- 
tary of the company. 





Capital Increase Completed 

The increase of $250,000 in the 
capital of the Casualty Company of 
America has all been paid up. It was 
subscribed at 150 percent, thus pro- 
viding $125,000 additional surplus. The 
company will shortly begin writing 
automobile property damage, and as 
soon as suitable opportunity offers will 
enter the fidelity surety and burglary 
field. 





Government Takes Action 


The United States treasury department 
has revoked the authority of the Aetna 
Indemnity and United Surety to write 
bonds running to the government.

MORE Agents Wanted, 
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LEGISLATION POT BOILS 


MANY COMPENSATION BILLS 





Subject Is Now Much to the Fore 
Among Law Makers of the 
Western States 





The Minnesota compensation bill is 
soon to be presented to the legislature, 
although the commission which has 
been working upon it is still unable to 
agree upon the form of the bill. A 
form has been submitted to the Min- 
nesota Employers’ Association, which 
took the subject up first, and there the 
bill received a hot welcome. The bill 
as first drawn, practically declares every 
kind of employment at which anyone 
may become injured, a dangerous oc- 
cupation. It might even apply to cooks 
and maids in the household. 

The law as planned does not place 
upon workmen any assessment for fur- 
nishing funds for compensation, this 
being objected to by labor unions. It 
does place the entire responsibility 
upon the employer. But as drawn, it 
provides that if the employer is not 
financially responsible, the responsibil- 
ity is carried back to the person for 
whom the work is being done. 

Iowa Measure Introduced 

The Shankland bill, a workmen’s 
compensation measure, has been intro- 
duced in the Iowa house of representa- 
tives. It provides that if a workman is 
killed his daily wage shall be paid to his 
estate. If he has no dependents, med- 
ical and burial costs shall be paid not 
to exceed $100. If he is disabled 
through accident, he shall two weeks 
thereafter begin drawing a weekly in- 
demnity from his employer of 50 per- 
cent of his weekly wage. Medical ex- 
amination is provided and the work- 
man’s claim for insurance shall be a 
preferential lien against the employer. 
The measure covers certain employ- 
ments such as erecting buildings, rail- 
road construction, operating steam or 
electric roads, derrick working above 
the ground, etc. 

Urges Arkansas Measure 

_ In his message to the Arkansas leg- 
islature, Governor Donaghey recom- 
mends the enactment of a law substitut- 
ing the doctrine of comparative negli- 
gence and in addition a com- 
pulsory compensation law, provid- 
ing in all cases of injury to an 
employee, unless it is caused by his 
own wilful act, compensation based on 
his earnings. If the injury results in 
death the governor says, a sum equal 
to the earnings of a certain number of 
years should be paid to the family of 
the deceased, dependent upon him for 
support, and a similar provision should 
be made for him in case of permanent 
or temporary disabilities. Such laws he 
believes would have a tendency to pre- 
vent many accidents. 


Hearings in Indiana 

A public meeting was held last night 
(Wednesday) at the Denison Hotel, In- 
diana, to hear a discussion of the sub- 
ject of workmen’s compensation by 
James A. Emery and F. C. Schwedt- 
man, who were appointed several 
months ago by the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers as special com- 
Missioners to investigate the liability 
and compensation acts of European 
countries. 

A field day for everybody who has 
any views to advance regarding a work- 
rea compensation or employers’ lia- 

ility act will be given by the senate 
committee on judiciary tomorrow (Fri- 

ay) evening. The judiciary commit- 
te of the house has een invited to 
Sit with the senate committee at this 
Public session. Three bills—the Beal 
employers liability bill, the Long op- 
ane workmen’s compensation bill and 

¢ Royse compulsory compensation 





bill—so far have been introduced in 
the senate. 

Hearings in Wisconsin Legislature 

Hearings on the industrial insurance 
bill recently worked wut by the Wis- 
consin special legislative committee 
appointed at the last session, will 
begin this week according to plans. 


The desire is that, although these 
hearings shall be nominally under 
the direction of the joint com- 


mittee, they shall practically be ses- 
sions of the legislature as a committee 
of the whole. 

It is expected that the main portion 
of the committee’s exhaustive report 
will be ready for distribution from the 
committee headquarters in the capitol 
by Jan. 19. 

Civic FPederation’s Measure 

The compensation measure being 
considered by the National Civic Fed- 
eration has been sent to at least one 
of the states for comparison with the 
bill its commission has prepared. The 
federation measure provides for pay- 
ment of four years’ earnings, not to ex- 
ceed $3,000 in case of fatal injuries. For 
nonfatal injuries it provides for pay- 
ment of 50 percent of wages, but not 
less than $10 a week, for not more than 
ten years. 





McGibbons Made Associate Manager 
John H. McGibbons has been ap- 
pointed associate manager of the Chi- 


cago branch office of the United States | 


Fidelity & Guaranty, succeeding Fred- 
erick W. Gookins, resigned. Mr. Mc- 
Gibbons has been connected with the 
office since it was opened nearly three 
years ago. Probably few men in the 
country have a wider acquaintance 
among manufacturers and other busi- 
ness men than he, as he was con- 
nected in an official capacity with the 
Chicago, Paris and St. Louis exposi- 
tions and has been associated with 
men of large financial affairs. On ac- 
count of his interest in international 
trade he has been decorated by eight 
foreign governments or rulers. 





Morrissett Becomes Manager 


Irving A. Morrissett, who has been 
connected with several Columbus life 
and casualty companies and is now 
central Ohio district manager for the 
Pittsburg Casualty Company with 
headquarters in Columbus, has been 
appointed manager of the company’s 
accident department, with headquarters 
in Pittsburg. He will take charge of 
his new office soon, but will retain his 
Ohio connections. 





SURETY CHANGES AT DETROIT 





Transfers of General Agencies and Re- 
insurances Make a Busy Time 
in the City 





Surety changes have been coming 
rapidly in Detroit of late. A few weeks 
ago Wynne & Kinsella resigned the 
general agency of the Federal Union 
Surety and took the Illinois Surety. 
Now Biederman & Smith, who had the 
Aetna Indemnity, have taken the Fed- 
eral Union. Edward H. Parker, general 
agent of the United Surety, resigned be- 
fore the company went into the hands 
of receivers. He turned his business 
over to the National Surety, which had 
also acquired the burglary and fidelity 
business of the Aetna Indemnity 
through reinsurance. 

With this extra business thrown into 
the Detroit office of the National, O. 
R. Leonard, its general agent, is ab- 
sent most of the time, he being a mem- 
ber of the Michigan legislature, which 
has just gone into session at Lansing. 
This leaves the National office in charge 
of Resident Secretary Eberle and Spe- 
cial Agent George J. Haller. 

The National Surety increased its 
Michigan business almost 100 percent 
last year and this year has written a 
large amount of the public official busi- 
ness. 





Detroit Association Elects 

The Surety Underwriters Association 
of Michigan held its annual meeting 
last week at the Hotel Pontchartrain, 
Detroit. After hearing the various 
reports of standing committees and 
officers, the association elected the 
following officers: President, Thomas 
E. Griffin, Bankers Surety; secretary, 
Harry Kinsella, Illinois Surety; treas- 
urer, Frederick L. Fraser, American 
Surety; grievance committee, Charles 
H. McNaughton, American Burglary; 
Alexander H. Sibley, Empire State 
Surety; William H. McBryan, United

Likely to Postpone Action 

The Chicago Board of Surety Under- 
writers will probably not put its new 
rule regarding brokers into effect on Feb. 

It has been 
found impossible to work out the details 
of the plan in time. It is proposed that 
every person who would become eligible 
to receive a broker’s commission must 
become an associate member of the board 
by approval of the membership commit- 
tee and payment of annual dues of $10.

GENERAL AGENTS’ NEW DEALS 


Representatives of Aetna Indemnity 
and United Surety Rapidly Arrang- 
ing to Handle Their Business 








The retirement of the Aetna Indem- 
nity and United Surety will necessitate 
a considerable change in western 
agency arrangements. Among the 
western general agents of the United 
were E. H. Parker of Detroit, who re- 
signed two or three weeks ago; E. E. 
Howell & Co. of Omaha, the Fletcher 
Company, Minneapolis, and John E. 
Eldred, Milwaukee. Mr. Eldred is also 
general agent of the Ocean, which can 
take care of all his United lines except 
surety. Pere L. Wickes, Jr., general 
agent of the United in Chicago, took 
the agency only about two months ago 
and had done but little business. It is 
not likely he will take any surety com- 
pany in its place. Burt A. Miller will 
be occupied for some time handling the 
Ohio receivership of the United. 4 
Sargent, general agent at Cincinnati, 
has become associated with Skiff & Co., 
general agents of the Maryland Cas- 
ualty, which will handle his business. 

The western agency plant of the 
Aetna Indemnity was more extensive 
than that of the United Surety. The 
largest general agency in the west was 
that in Chicago. Announcement has 
been made before of the arrangements 
of the Chicago general agents. E. J. 
Schoonover, general agent at Indian- 
apolis, is also general agent of the 
American Fidelity. He will place in 
that company in future such classes of 
fidelity and surety bonds as it desires 
to write and has arranged with the 
Massachusetts Bonding for placing 
other classes of bonds. His agents 
throughout the state will continue to 
report to him as in the past. John 
Heckle & Sons of Cincinnati, who had 
the Hamilton county general agency of 
the Aetna Indemnity for burglary and 
plate glass business for a number of 
years, resigned the company last spring 
and took the general agency of the Na- 
tional Surety for burglary business. 
They have arranged with the New York 
Plate Glass to handle their glass busi- 
ness. Carl M. Erdman was manager of 
the company’s branch office at Des 
Moines, covering Iowa and Nebraska. 
Other western general agents were H. 
M. Hutchinson, Minneapolis; F. D. 
Hirschberg & Bro., St. Louis, who have 
taken the Metropolitan Casuaity for 
plate glass; Courtenay & White, Mil- 
waukee; Biederman & Smith, Detroit, 
who have taken the Federal Union Sure- 
ty; Hayden & King Company, Toledo, 
which has taken the National Surety 
and Metropolitan Casualty; Barry & 
Co., Cleveland. 





Shows Good Gains 

The National Accident of Lincoln, 
Neb., is working on one or two new 
policies which it expects to issue 
within three months. This company 
is only three years old. In 1909 it led 
every company in the state in accident 
premiums, and as it made a gain of 30 
percent in business in 1910, it is prob- 
able it still leads. Frank I. Ringer, 
secretary of the company, was for 
fifteen years with the Woodmen 
Accident of Lincoln and was superin- 
tendent of its claim department. He 
and his associates in the National are 
all young men and are putting some 
very hard work into it. 





Should Have Audits Made 


In view of the Aetna Indemnity and 
the United Surety having gone into 
the hands of receivers, it has been sug- 
gested that it would be a wise move 
for holders of fidelity bonds in either 
of these companies to have an audit 
made of the accounts of their bonded 
employes at once, so that in case a 
shortage should be found claim could 
be made against the receivers without 
delay. In the case of the Aetna In- 
demnity such an audit made as of Jan. 
5 would avoid possibility of future con- 
troversy with the companies which re- 
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insured its fidelity business. In the 
event that losses should be discovered 
in future an audit as of Jan. 5 would be 
evidence that they occurred subsequent 
to the reinsurance.

QUESTION OF PAVING BONDS 





Surety Men Appear Before Organiza- 
tion of City Officials and Pre- 
sent Their Views 





At the annual meeting of the Organi- 
zation for Standaruizing Paving Speci- 
fications, held in New York last week, 
the question of surety bonds had a 
somewhat prominent place. It will be 
recalled that at the last meeting held 
in Chicago, a strong sentiment existed 
against contract and maintenance 
bonds, several speakers recommend- 
ing holding back for tve years a por- 
tion of the contract price as a guaran- 
tee for maintenance. Further investi- 
gation has apparently changed this 
view. It has been learned that contrac- 
tors increase their bids, where part of 
their pay is to be held back and that 
this plan is costly to the public. The 
sentiment at New York was against 
personal bonds and generally in favor 
of corporate bonds. 

The committee on bonds had a report 
in which recommendations were made 
which were very obnoxious to the sure- 
ty people. Especially was this true of 
provisions making maintenance cover 
ordinary wear and tear and for making 
a city official sole judge of whether a 
pavement had lasted as it should, with- 
out the right of the contractor or his 
surety to appeal to the courts. 

On Thursday morning Thomas J. 
Falvey, president of the Massachusetts 
Bonding appeared before the commit- 
tee and presented strong arguments 
against these provisions. In the after- 
noon William J. Doyle of Chicago, at- 
torney of the Title Guaranty & Surety, 
attacked the same provisions, holding 
that they were unconscionable and 
would not be upheld by courts. The 
speakers convinced the committee and 
it agreed to report its recommendations 
with these objectionable features 
omitted. 

The consensus of opinion in the bond 
committee seemed to be that main- 
tenance should be required for terms 
varying from one year for hard pave- 
ments to five years for soft. 





Patch Up Plate Glass Pact

Iowa Bill for Automobile Insurance 

The Iowa legislature has been asked 
to permit the insurance of automobile 
Owners against damage suits arising 
from automobile accidents. Dr. T 
Bennett of Taylor county, a member of 
the state senate, is the author of a bill 
to that effect which has been intro- 
duced. It will be remembered that 
some months ago, the state auditor, 
upon advice of H. W. Byers, then at- 
torney-general, held that under the 
Iowa statute, such insurance cannot be 
written.

Must Pay for Clerk’s Mistake 

An interesting decision has been ren- 
dered by the Kentucky Court of Appeals 
by which the Title Guaranty & Surety 
Company must pay $2,100 as the result 
of a mistake of Hiram Smedley, clerk of 
McCracken county, in indexing a mort- 
gage. The mistake caused a purchaser 
to purchase as unencumbered a piece of 
property having a $2,100 mortgage, and 
he promptly sued the bonding company 
for the amount of his loss, which the 
lower court held must be forthcoming. 
This decision is supported by the upper 
tribunal. 





To Remove Limit for Death 

A bill has been introduced in the Indi- 
ana Senate to amend the law fixing a 
limit of $10,000 as a maximum which may 
be recovered as damages for death by 
a negligent or wrongful act. The amend- 
ment leaves it to the jury to fix the 
amount in any sum it may find to be 
proper. For many years the law fixed 
the limit at $5,000 which later was raised 
to $10,000.

PROPERTY DAMAGE RATES UP 
Agreement Entered Into Between the 


Casualty and Marine Companies 
for Whole Country 








On Jan. 20 on all new automobile 
collision and property damage rates 
will be increased materially owing to 
an agreement between the casualty and 
marine companies writing the business. 
The change affects the whole country. 
Rates on private vehicles for collision 
coverage are increased about one-sev- 
enth, while the rate on commercial ve- 
hicles increases from $1.75 on catalogue 
price of a car to $2.40 and property 
damage has been increased 75 percent. 
Deductible average has been increased 
from $15 to $25. The old form of pol- 
icy which it was customary to grant 
without deductible average for 30 per- 
cent of the collision premium addi- 
tional, now costs a flat $35 additional. 
The reason advanced for the change is 
that there is no money in the business, 
as now written.

The Ocean Accident, Maryland Casualty 
and National Surety have agreed to allow 
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a reduction of 10 percent in rates on bank 
burglary and bank forgery insurance to 
all banks protected by the Pinkerton de- 
tective service. 

M. J. Grogan, resident secretary of the 
Frankfort at Chicago, increased the com- 
pany’s premium income in his office $166,- 
000 in 1910, as against $140,00 in 1909. 
About $145,000 of the former amount is 
liability business. 

A. McM. Creed, manager of the Title 
Guaranty & Surety at Indianapolis, has 
executed the contract bond for Ss. B. 
Cole covering the erection of the high 
school building at Elkhart, Ind. The con- 
tract price is $94,000. 


R. W. Rightsell & Co. have been ap- 
pointed agents for the American Surety 
in Little Rock, Ark. R. D. Duncan, the 
former agent in Little Rock, has become 
cashier of the State National Bank and 
resigned on this account. 

The Treasury Department has issued a 
new list of surety companies and the net 
amounts they may write. It is dated 
Jan. 11. The only changes from the Nov. 
15 circular are the dropping of the Aetna 
Indemnity and the United Surety from 
the list. 

Superintendent of Claims Morton E. 
Weldy of the Bankers’ Accident of Des 
Moines read a paper on the laws pertain- 
ing to accident insurance at the monthly 
meeting of the Drake Law club. The pa- 
per was followed by an interesting ais- 
cussion, 

In the trial of the suit of the Pabst 
Brewing Company against the Hartford 
Steam Boiler at Milwaukee, a large 
amount of expert testimony is being in- 
troduced. The advertising literature of 
the Hartford is also being introduced. 
The trial may not be finished for several 
days. 

A bill will be introduced in the Iowa 
legislature authorizing payment by the 
state or county of premiums on all offi- 
cial bonds. A law was passed two years 
ago authorizing such payment on bonds 
of county treasurers, and the recent de- 
falcation of a deputy treasurer has sug- 
gested the extension of the law. 

F. H. Noble, manager of the American 
Surety at Des Moines, has executed the 
injunction .bond of $100,000 for the Des 
Moines Gas Company in its litigation with 
the city of Des Moines in the injunction 
proceedings to restrain the city from 
enforcing the new ordinance fixing the 
price of gas at 90 cents instead of $1.10, 
the present rate, 

At the annual convention of the Ohio 
Mine Workers, held in Columbus last 
week, resolutions were adopted declaring 





in favor of the enactment of an employ- 
ers’ liability and workmen's compensation 
law by fhe present legislature. When the 
bill now being drafted by the employers’ 
liability commission is presented to the 
general assembly, a delegation from the 
miners will look after the organization's 
interests. 


James W. Carroll, agent in Columbus, 
Ohio, for a number of miscellaneous line 
companies, has sued the Ocean Accident 
& Guarantee, asking for an accounting. 
Carroll alleges that as agent for central 
Ohio he was entitled to 25 percent on all 
the net premiums on business written 
here. He says he has money in his hands 
due the company, but claims the com- 
pany owes him an equal or greater sum, 
and has refused to make a settlement.

No Specific Recommendations Made by 
Dwelling House Rate Committee 
—Dawe Memorial Meeting 





Milwaukee, Wis., Jan. 17—(Special 
correspondence) — The Milwaukee 
Eoard has decided not to license any 
more special solicitors but does not 
seek to disturb the status of those now 
ou the authorized list. 

The restrictions as to occupation 
were not as strict for “special” solici- 
tors as for those known as “regular” 
and the initiation fee was not as great. 

The class has grown far beyond the 
number anticipated and now outnum- 
bers the “regular” class two to one or 
in actual numbers 185 to 93 and new ap- 
plications were presented at every 
meeting of the board. 

Dwelling House Rates 

The committee appointed to investi- 
gate dwelling rates and to recommend 
reductions reported that it had been 
unable to agree on specific recommen- 
dations and requested that the com- 
mittee be enlarged and that more time 
be granted. 

The president appointed four addi- 
tional members. A resolution was also 
passed permitting the committee to 
consider all rates and not only dwelling 
rates. 

John Soevig’s Agency 

John Soevig who has been managing 
the insurance department of the Fi- 
delity ‘Trust Company has taken an of- 
fice in the Stephenson building and is 
now conducting the business in his own 
name. He represents the Hartford, 
Continental, National of Hartford and 
Fidelity Underwriters. 

Trust companies are not permitted 
to do an insurance business under the 
present laws but two of them have 
maintained insurance agencies in the 
names of employees. 


William E. Dawe Memorial 
At a special meeting of the Milwau- 
kee Board Saturday, appropriate reso- 
lutions were passed expressing the sen- 
timent of the members concerning the 
death of William E. Dawe of the firm 
of Hilbert, Bearwald, Dawe & Co. Mr. 
Dawe grew up in the business, his first 
position being in the office of the late 
L. A. Wheeler. Upon Mr. Wheeler’s 
death Mr. Dawe became manager of the 
agency which was later consolidated 
with that of Hilbert & Baerwald. Al- 
though a young man Mr. Dawe’s ex- 
tience and. ability were appreciated 
his associate agents as shown by 
his election to the board of directors 
upon which he had served for several 
years. A large number of agents at- 
tended the funeral services at West- 
minster Presbyterian Church Saturday 
afternoon. 


Takes Up General Agencies 
The Central National Fire of Chicago 
has.taken up the general agency for 
Minnesota, which was with the West- 
ern Insurance Agency of Minneapolis 
and the fire Pas agency of Hazard 
& Chesley of Des Moines : covering 
some western territory. Hazard 
Chesley continue as general agents for 
hail insurance in the northwest. This 
leaves the Central National only one 
general agency, that at New Orleans 
which covers only that. city. The 
company concluded that it was much 
referable to build and handle its own 
ocal agency plant. 


Hadley on Rate Regulation 

Governor Hadley’s message to the 
Missouri legislature contained: “It is 
my opinion the prevention of injustice 
to the public. by securing to them equal 
and reasonable rates of insurance can 
be accomplished by requiring a 
schedule of all rates to be filed in the 
insurance department with power con- 











ferred upon the superintendent of in- 
surance requiring changes to be made 
therein on. his own initiative or upon 
the complaint of any interested party.”

port the case not knowing whether it 
will be reviewed by the court of ap- 


peals of that state. There are deci- 
sions in Illinois, Kansas and Florida 
holding in accordance with this deci- 
sion, but the courts of Missouri, Geor- 
gia, Washington and Massachusetts 
have held that a mortgagee must fur- 
nish proofs of loss. The lower court 
decided that proofs of loss must be fur- 
nished by mortgagee, which holding 
was reversed by the superior court, ap- 
pellate division, first department, New 
York, saying in part: 

“‘Considering the contracts with the 
owner and the mortgagee as separate 
contracts, in which each is subject only 
to the obligation expressly imposed 
upon him, we must next turn to the 
standard form of fire insurance. policy 
to ascertain what those obligations are. 
That form of policy was devised with 
the greatest care, and constitutes the 
only lawful form of policy which may 
be issued in this state. Its conditions 
are plainly expressed in numbered lines. 
Lines 56 to 59, inclusive, state distinctly 
what conditions and obligations apply 
to and rest upon a mortgagee. * * 

“*The use of the word “hereinbefore” 
in the above clause is most significant, 
and when we come to consider the 
nature of the conditions which precede 
the clause, and those which follow 
after it, the significance of its language 
and its location in the policy becomes 
absolutely controlling. Lines 7 to 55, 
preceding the mortgagee clause, refer 
to acts done by the insured prior to 
the issuance of the policy, or to certain 
contingencies under which the insurer 
will be liable to no one, as, for in- 
stance, if a loss occurs by reason of in- 
vasion, insurrection, riot, etc. * * 
The obligation imposed upon the in- 
sured by lines 60 to 112 of this policy 
is therefore by the voy terms of the 
policy imposed upon the original in- 
sured person, and not upon the mort- 
gagee. This includes the giving of 
immediate notice of the loss, of which 
the mortgagee may be ignorant for @ 
long time, and the furnishing of proofs 
of loss, which the mortgagee may be 
quite unable to do, and, by the neglect 
of the owner or mortgagee to do which 
it is expressly provided that the insur- 
ance as to the interest of the mortga- 
gee shall not be invalidated. , 

“We are therefore of the opinion 
that the mortgagee was under no ob- 
ligation to furnish proof of loss, or to 
give any other or earlier notice of loss, 
than that involved in the commence- 
ment of this action. It was not, there- 
fore, necessary to allege that he, or 
the mortgagors had given such proofs 
of loss, or to set up an express waiver 
thereof by the insurer.” 

“Laughlin, J., in.a most able dissent- 
ing opinion concludes the same in part 
as follows: 

“Tt scarcely needs reflection to re- 
alize that if a mortgagee may recover 
six years or more after the loss, with- 
out notice of the fire, proof of loss, or 
opportunity for arbitration, the door

will be opened wide, not only to fraud- 
ulent claims upon which the companies 
will be victimized, for they will be 
helpless in many instances to defend 
themselves against dishonest claims, 
but also to collusion between owners 
and mortgagees.’”

Question—A issues policy on build- 
ing for $800; B issues policy on furni- 
ture and household goods for $500. Ad- 
joining this property a fire occurs; B 
takes comforts and blankets and 
spreads them on the roof to save build- 
ing. A pays damages of $30. B re- 
fuses to pay damage on blankets. Is 
B liable for damage? 

Answer—It is the duty of the assured 
under his policy to do everything in 
his power to save property that is 
threatened by fire. He is obliged to 
do this without compensation from the 
insurance company for the expense or 
trouble. We suppose you mean that B’s 
assured took his own blankets, and 
not that the agent took the assured’s 
blankets. 

Companies sometimes do contribute 
to the expense of saving property in 
order to encourage people to exert 
themselves. In such a case they some- 
times agree to an apportionment of 
such expense on the following basis: 
Suppose a house is worth $1,000 and 
is insured for $800. If a fire endangers 
the building the company stands a loss 
of $800 and the owner $200. If a com- 
pany contributed at all (which would 
be purely voluntary) it would pay four- 
fifths of the expense provided the 
owner would pay one-fifth. Sometimes 
the owner of the contents is asked to 
contribute according to the amount he 
might lose and the company insuring 
the contents is asked to contribute on 
the same basis. 

It should be borne in mind that any 
such contribution is purely voluntary 
and cannot be enforced under the pol- 
icy. A company is bound to pay only 
the damage actually done by fire or by 
water thrown on the property to save 
it. It is not liable for property that is 
seized upon by bystanders in an effort 
to check a fire. 


Question—Can a mortgagee insure a 
building for his protection when the 
mortgagor refuses to place such in- 
surance on the property? Kindly give 
form that should be used. 

Answer—A mortgagee can take a 
policy on his interest in the mortgaged 
policy and the policy may be written 
directly in his name. The form should 
read as follows: 

$———-on his interest as mortgagee 
in the (describe the property). At- 
tach the regular mortgagee clause en- 
tire, except that the loss payable 
clause at the top should be omitied.
